Deputy Registrars Can Be Made to 
Account For Money Thus Collected, 
the Attorney General Holds— Solu­ 
tion of Problem Up to the General 
Assembly, 
Assistant 
Secretary

State Baird Says. 


Columbus, Dec. ll.—Attorney Gen­ 
eral C. C. Crabbe, in an opinion hand­ 
ed down to Prosecutor Orel J. Myers 
of Darke county, outlawed the prac­ 
tice of automobile clubs and deputy 
registrars of automobiles in charging 
a fee of 25 cents for services ren­ 
dered in issuing automobile license 
tags. 
The attorney general held that the 
fee system, inaugurated a year ago 
in some counties and whic h was gen­ 
erally criticised, was without author­ 
ity in law and that the deputy regis­ 
trars could be made to account for 
che 
money 
thus 
collected. 
Mr. 
Crabbed opinion will prevent the sys­ 
tem from being invoked again in 1925. 
The opinion 
quoted 
from secticn 
6291-1 of the general code, providing 
for the appointment of deputy regis­ 
trars, which atter reciting the duties 
of these officials says, ’and they shall 
serve without compensation.” 
‘ No­ 
where in these statutes,” said the at­ 
torney general, "is there any express 
or implied authority for the secretary 
of state to charge for this service any 
tees or compensation,” excepting tho 
auto tax itself, “which he is required 
to collect and pay into the state treas­ 
ury. 
it must be kept in mind that it 
bas been an established policy of this 
state for a long period of time that 
fees -and compensation are not al­ 
lowed by implication and that there 
s no such thing as constructive fees.” 
Assistant Secretary of 
State Joe 
,>aird, when informed of the opinion, 
acclaimed that the only hope of a solu 
cion to the problem would, be for the 
speedy enactment of a fee law' by the 
Eighty-sixth general assembly. 
"We 
have sent out thousands of these tags 
to deputy registrars for the 1925 sea 
son," he said, “lf they refuse to serve 
without compensation we 
can 
not 
force them to serve. 
The only aiier- 
native is the use of the mails and the 
persons who are now objecting to 
the small fee would have to wait for 
months and months for their tugs, 
because we have not an adequate of­ 
fice force l/ere in Columbus to take 
care of the congestion that w’ould fol­ 
low a strictly mail order business.”
